DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

2. This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions wliicli 
are not so linl<ed as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

3. In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 23-39, drawn to a product. 

Group II, claim(s) 40-44, drawn to a method of making a product. 

4. The groups of inventions listed above do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The special 
technical feature present in both inventions (water treatment tank) does not make a 
contribution over the prior art. 

5. During a telephone conversation with Charles Fallow on 4/26/2010 a provisional 
election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of Invention I, claims 23-39. 
Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. 
Claims 40-44 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 

CFR 1 .142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

6. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
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remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorsliip must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .17(1). 

7. The examiner has required restriction between product and process claims. 
Where applicant elects claims directed to the product, and the product claims are 
subsequently found allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or otherwise 
require all the limitations of the allowable product claim will be considered for rejoinder. 
All claims directed to a nonelected process invention must require all the limitations of 
an allowable product claim for that process invention to be rejoined. 

8. In the event of rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product 
claims and the rejoined process claims will be withdrawn, and the rejoined process 
claims will be fully examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .104. Thus, to 
be allowable, the rejoined claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the 
requirements of 35 U.S.C. 101, 102, 103 and 112. Until all claims to the elected product 
are found allowable, an otherwise proper restriction requirement between product 
claims and process claims may be maintained. Withdrawn process claims that are not 
commensurate in scope with an allowable product claim will not be rejoined. See MPEP 
§ 821 .04(b). Additionally, in order to retain the right to rejoinder in accordance with the 
above policy, applicant is advised that the process claims should be amended during 
prosecution to require the limitations of the product claims. Failure to do so may result 
in a loss of the right to rejoinder. Further, note that the prohibition against double 
patenting rejections of 35 U.S.C. 121 does not apply where the restriction requirement 
is withdrawn by the examiner before the patent issues. See MPEP § 804.01 . 
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Claim Objections 

9. Claim 23 is objected to because of the following informalities: In line 5, "collar)" 
should be --collar-. Appropriate correction is required. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 0. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described In a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent In 
the United States. 

1 1 . Claims 23-25 and 27-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being 
anticipated by Harmon (3,907,149). Harmon discloses the limitations of the claims 
including a tank (figs. 1-8) comprising the limitations depicted below:

Wherein tine insert is made of an insert material liaving a liardness greater tlian tlie 
internal coating, the internal coating is polyethylene , the covering is fiberglass and the 
fiberglass contains a matrix of resin (col. 4, lines 18-53), structure suitable for holding 
the tank (41). 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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1 2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
Invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

13. Claim 26 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Harmon 
as described in par. 13 above in view of Newhouse et al. (5,429,845). Harmon as 
described in par. 13 above discloses the limitations of the claims substantially excluding 
what Newhouse et al. teach, an annular indentation (42) penetrated by a portion of an 
adjacent cover/liner (46) in order securely fasten the two member to one another. 
Therefore it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
invention to modify Harmon as described in par. 13 above with an annular indentation 
penetrated by at least one piece of the covering, as taught by Newhouse et al, in order 
to facilitate design choice and enhance the connection between the insert and cover by 
providing a secure connection.
